For , 8s on the 
one ſide common experience ſheweth, thar 
where a change hath been made of things advj- 
ſedly eflabliſhed (no evident neceſſity fo requl- 
wag) ſundry inconveniencies have thereupon 
ued ; and thoſe many times more, and grea- 
er then the evils that were {ntended to be reme- 
died by ſuch change : So on the other (ide, the 
articular forms of Divine Worſhip, and the 
ites and Ceremonies appointed to be uſed 
ereln, being things in their own nature In- 
(Fcrent, and alterable , and ſo acknowledged ; 
It is bur reaſonable, that upon weighty and Im- 
portant conſiderations, according to the vari- 
Ohe exigency of rimes and occaſions, ſuch chan- 
s_ and altcritions fhonld be made therein, as 
£0. thoſe that are In place of Authority ſhould 
from time ro time ſecm either neceſſary or ex- 
pedient. Accordingly we find, that in the Reigns

formation, the Church, upon Juſt and —_— 
confiderations her thereunto moving , hat 
yielded to make ſach alterations In ſore parti- 
<glars,. as intheir reſpe&ive timer»zere thought 
convenient: Yet ſo, as that the main Body and 
entials of it (28 well in the chiefeſt materiels,

continued the fame. unto this day , and do yet 
ſand frm and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the 
vain attempts and impetuous afſaults made a-

add have always diſcover:d a greater regard to 
their ovn privarc fancies and Iintereſis, then to 
glat duty they ove to the publich, 

By whet undue means, and for what miſchie- 
veus purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy (though 
2nJoyned by the Laws of the Land , and thoſe 
ans never yet repcalcd) came, during the late 
unhappy confuſions, to be difcontinued, is too 
mell knqvato the world, and we are oot willing 
bere to remember. B-t when upon His Maje- 
files. happy Reſtau:etion it ſeemed probable, 

t amongſt etter things, the uſe of the Litur- 
gy a!ſo would return of courſe (the ſame having 
mever been lepilly abolifhed) unleſs ſome time- 
Iy.. z2ans were uſed to preventit; thoſe men 
who. under the late uſurped powers bad made it 
aE ear part of rh:jr buſ;neſs to render the peo- 
ple, diſfaffcted thcrevnto, faw therofſelves in 

Stat of reputation and intereſt. concerned (un- 
ef they would free y zcknewlodge themſelves to 
hace crred, which ſuch men are very kardly 
bzqught todo) with their utmoſt endeavours to 
binder the reſtitution thereof, la order where- 
unto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed a» 
gainſt the Book of Commyagn Proyer, the old 
Otj.Fions muſtercd up, vith the addition. of 
ſome new ones, more then formerly had been 
made, to meke tbe number ſvicll. fn fine, great 
Importunities were uſed to His Sacred Majeſty, 
That the ſaid Rock might be reviſed, and fuch 
Alcerartions therein, and Additions thercunto 
wade, 2s ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe 
ef render Confciengces : Whereunto Bis Majeſty 
out of His pious laclination to gire ſatisfa4ion 


T hath been the wiſdom of. rhe Church of 


In which Review we have endeayoured to obs 
ſerve the like Moderation , as we find to have 
been uſed In the iike caſe in former times. And 
therefore of the ſundry alterations propoſed unto 
us, we havereje&cd all ſuch as were either of 
dangerous conſequence ( as ſecret!y ſtriking at 
ſorhe eſtabliſhed Do&rine, or laudable praftice-- 
of the Church of England, or indecd of the 
whole Catholick Church of Chriſt) or elſe of no 
conſequence at all, but utterly frivolous 
vain. But ſuch alterations as were tendred to us 
(by what perſons, under what | rogny = or to 
what purpoſe ſoever ſo rendred) as ſeermed to 
us in any degree requiſite or expedient, we 
have willingly, and of our ovn accord aſſented- 
unto 2 not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of 
Argument, convincing us of the neceſſity of mg- 
king the ſaid Alterations: For we are fully per- 
ſxxded in our judgments (8nd we here profeſs It 
to the world) that the Book as it food before 
eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in Jt any 
thing contrary to the Word of God, or to ſound 
Do&rline, or which a godly man may not with 
a good Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which 
is not fairly defenGible 2gaioft any that ſhall op- 
poſe the ſame; If ir ſhall be allowed fach Juſk 
and favourable conſtrution as In Common Equi- 
ry ought to be allowed ro all Humane Writings, 
eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and 
even to the very beſt Tranſlations of the holy 
Scripture it ſelf. 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking 
w3s, not to gratifie this or that party in any 
their unreaſonable demands; but to do that, 
which ro our beſt underſtandings we conceived 
might moſt rend go the preſervation of Peace 
and Unity in the Church; the procuring of 
Revereace, 8nd exciting of Piery, ans Devort- 
on inthe publick Worſhip bf God ; and the cut- 
Ing off occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion 
of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the 
Church. And as to the feveral variations from 
the former Book, whether by Alteration, Addi- 
rion, or otherwiſe, ir hall ſuffice 29 give this 
general account, Thar moſt of the "alterations 
were made, cither firſt, for the better dire&ion 
of them that arc to officiate in any part of Dj- 
vire Service z which js chiefly dove jn the Ka- 
Jcndars and Rubricks: Qr ſecondly, for the 
more proper expreſſing of ſome words or 
phraſes of ancieot uſage in terms more ſuitable 
ro iae langrage of the preſent times, and the- 
clearer explanation of ſome other werds and 
phraſes, that were either of doubtful Ggnifica«. 
iton, or otherwiſe liable tro miſconſtru&jon 2 
Or thirdly, for a more perfe&. rcndring of ſuck 
portions of koly Scripture, as are inſerted inte 
the Liturgy; which, in the Epiſtles and Goeſe 
pels eſpecially, and in furdry other places are 
now Ordered to he read according to the laſt 
Tranſlation : an4 that it was thought conveni- 
ent that ſome Prayers and Tbankſgivings firte 
to ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added jn their 
due places ; particularly for thoſe art Sea, toge- 
thcx with an office for the Baptiſe of ſuch as are 
of riper years ; which, although not ſo neceſſary 
when the former Book was compiled, yer by the 
growth of Anabaptiſm, through the licentiouſ- 
neſs of the late tines crept in amengſt us, is nou 
become neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for

ere vat never any thing by the wit of 
man ſo well dcivifed, or fo ſure effa- 
- - bliſhed, which, in continuance of time, 
hath not been corrupted : Ar, among o- 
ther things, it may plainly appear by the Com- 
mon Prayers in the Church, commonly called Dj- 
vine Service, The firſt ori and ground 
whereof if a ms3n would ſearch out by the 8oti- 
ent Fathcrs, he ſhall find, that the ſame was nor 
ordained but of a good purpoſe, and for a great 
advancement of godlin«(\s. For they ſo ordered 
the matter, that al) tbe whole Bible, (or the 
greateſt part thereof) ſmhonld be read over once 
every you z intending thereby, that the C erzy, 
and eſpecially ſuck 3s were Miniſters in the Con. 
gregation, ſhould (by often reading, and medi- 
tation in Gods word) be ſtirrcd up ro godiineſs 
themſelves, and be more able to exhort cthers 
by wholeſome Do&rine , and to covfate them 
that were adverſaries £0 the Truth z and further, 
thar the people (by daily hearing of holy Scri- 
Prure read in the Church) might continually 
profit more and more in the knosledge of God, 
and be the more inflamed with the love of his 
True Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and de- 
cent Order of the ancient Fathers bath been ſo 
altered, broken, and neglce&ed, by planting in 
uncert2in Stories, and Legends, with multitudes 
of Reſponds , Verſes, vain Repetitions, Com- 
memorations and Synodals ; that commonly when 
any Book of the Bible vas begun, after three or 
four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were 
unread, Ard in this fort the Book of Iſz}2h 
—__ in Adwont, _ the Book - Genes 

epluageſima rt were Onely begun, 
and never gone through : After like ſort were 
other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And more- 
over, whereas St. , Pans ogy _ mow lan- 
guage ſpoken tot ople in the ch, 38 
They might mofFerd wad and have profit by bear- 
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land theſe many years , hath been read in 
Latine to the people, which they underſtand not 
ſo.that they have heard with their ears onely, 
and their bearr, ſpirir and mind have nor bcen 
edified thereby. And furthermore, notsjtbſtand- 
ng that the ancient Fathers have divides the 
Pſalms into ſeven portions, whereof every one 
was called a No#un : Now of late time, a few 
of them havyc been daily ſaid, andthe reſt utrer- 
ly omitted. Moreover, the cuwber and hardneſs 
of the Rules called the Pie, and the manifold 
changings of the Service, was the cauſe, that to 
Turn the Book only was ſo hard and intricate 2 
watter, that many times there was more buſi» 


neſs to find our what ould be read, then te 
read it when it was found our. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here 
is ſer forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſame ſhall 
be redrefled. And tor a rcadinefſs in this matrer, 
here is drawn out z Kalendar for that purpeſe, 
whicy is plain and eafie to be underſiood x 
wherein (fo much av may be) the reading of holy 
Scriprure is ſo ſer forth, that all things ſhall be 
done in order, without breaking one plece from 
another, For this c2uſe be cur off Anthems, Re- 
ſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things 3s did 
break the contioual courſe of the reading of 
the Scripture. 

Yer, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of 
neceſſity there muſt be ſome Rules ; therefore 
certain Rules are here ſer forth; which, as they 
are fc in number, ſo they are plain and eaſfie to 
be underſtood. So that bere you have an Ordex 
for Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scri- 
pture, much agreeable to the mind and purpoſe 
of the old Fathers, and « great deal more pro- 
fitable and commodious, then that which of 
late waz uſe4. Ir is more profitable , becauſe 
here are left out many things, whereof ſome are 
untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperi- 
rious ; and nothing is ordained to be b 
the very pure Word of God, the holy Scrj- 
pcures, Or that which is agreeable to the ſame z 
and that in ſuch a' language and order, as is 
caſie and plain for the underſtanding both of 
the readers and hearers, It is alſo more com- 
modious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and for 
the plajinneſs of the Order, and for that the 
Rules be few and eaſe. 

And whereas herctofore there bath been great 
diverſity in ſaying and ſinging in Churches with- 
in this Realm, ſome followinz Sal/#bury Uſe, 
ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome {the Uſe of Ben- 
gor, ſore of York , ſome of Lincoln; 'now 
rrom henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall bave 
but one life» 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be ſo plainly ſeg 
forth, but doubts may ariſe in the uſe and pre» 
Kice of the ſame z to appeaſe all ſuch diverſiry 
of any atrife ) and for the reſolution of all 

oubts concerning the manner how to under- 
fiand, do, and execute the things contained in 
this Book ; the parties that > doubt, or diverfly 
take 3ny thing, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall rate 
order for the quieting and appeaſing of the 
ſame ; (0 that the ſarne order be not contrary to 
any thing contained in this Book. And If the. 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doube, then he may 
on for the reſolution thereof tothe Arch»

Hough it be appointed , That all things 
hall be read and ſung in the Church in the 
Engliſh Tongue, tothe end that the Congregati-

Kition : Someentred into the Church by undif- 
erect devori n, and ſuch a zeal as was withour 
knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked ut 
in the begioninz, they grew daily to more and 
more abuſes, which not onel; for theix unpro- 
fitableneſs, buia'ſo becauſe they have much blind- 
ed the people, and obſcured the glory of God, are

atthe eſtare of Chriajan people was in worfe 
e3ſe concerning that matter, then were the Jevs. 
And he counſ. Led that ſuch yoke and burden 
ſhould be rs ken away, agrime would ſerve qui» 
etly rod» it. But what would St, uguſting 
havcſajd, if he nad ſeen the Ceremonies of late 
days uf.d among ug; whcreunto the multitude 
wed in his time was nor ro be comparcd 7 This 
our Cxceſſive multirude of Ceremonics vis Co 
- great, and miny of them fo dark, that they did 


more confound and darken, then declare and ſet 


torrh Chriſts benefits unto us, ' And beſides this, 
Chri't» Goſpel Isnot a Ceremonial Law (as much 


of Moſes Law was) but it is a Religion co ſerve 


Got, vorin bondage of the figure or ſhadow,bur 
in the freedom of the ſpirit ; being content only 
wit': thoſe Ceremonies, ' which do ſerve ro a de- 
ceat Order, and godly Diſciplins, and ſuch as be 
apr to'ſtixup the dull mind: of man tothe re- 
membrance of his duty to God, by ſome notable 
and ſpecial ſignification , whereby he might 
be edifled. Furtherwore, the moſt weighty cauſe 
of the aboliſhment of certain Ceremonies was, 
That they were > far abuſed; partly by the ſu- 
perſtitious blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, 
and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as 
ſought more their own iucre, then the glory of 
God, that the abuſes could not well be raken a- 
way, the thing r« maining ill. 

Burt now as concerning thoſe perſons , which 
pcradventure will be offended, for that ſome of 
the 'old Ceremonies are retained ſtil 2 If they 
conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it tis 
not poſſible ro keep any Order, or quiet Difct- 
pline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt 
cauſe to reform their judgments. And if they 
think much that any of the oid do remain , and 
would rather have all deviſed anew 2 Then ſuch 
men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, there 
they cannot reaſonably reprove the old onely for 
their age, without bewraying of their own folly, 
For in ſuch a caſc they ought rather to have reve- 
rence unto them for their antiquity, if they will 
declare themſelves to be more ſtudious of unity 
and concord, then of innovations and nevi-fan- 
gleveſe, which (as much as may be with true ſet- 
ting forth of Chriſts Religion) is always to be 
cſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch hall have os juſk 
cauſ: with the Ceremonies rcſ2rved to be offend» 
ed. For as thoſe are taken away v. hich were moſt 
abuſcd, and did burden-mens conſciences without 
any cauſe; fv theother that remain, are retained 
for a Diſcipline and Order, which (uv Juſt 
cauſes) may be altercd 2nd changed, and rhere- 
fore are not to be eſteemed equal with Gods law. 


Ar4 wo gy they be neither dark nor dumb: 


Cercmc-vies, but are ſo fet forth , that 

man may underſtand what they do mean, and to 
what uſ? they do ſerve. So that it is ror like that 
they in time to come ſhould be abuf:d as other 
have been, And in theſe onr doings we condemn 
no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but ts 
our ov'n people cnely: for we think It convent= 
cnt, that every Countrey ſhould uſe ſuch Cere- 
monies 8s they ſhall think beſt ro the ſetting 
forth of Gods honour and glory, and to the re- 
ducing of the people to a moſt perfe& and godly 
1iving, without errour or ſuperſtition z and that 
they ſhould pur awsy other things, which from 
rimeto time they petceive to be moſt abuſed, 
as in mens ordinances it often chanceth diverfty

Awake'to righteoul- 
neſs, and fin net; for ſome have hot the 
knowledge of God. 1 ſpeak this to. your 
ſhame. But ſome man will ſay, How are 
the dead raiſed up ? and with whar bod 
do they come 2 Thou foo! , that whi 
thou ſoweft is not quickned , except it 
die. And that which thou ſoweft, thou 
ſoweft not that body that ſha!l 'be, bur 
bare grain , it may chance of wheat, or 
of ſome other grain.
